Election Results 
Mattapoisett Elects New Assessor, 
School Committee Member

In what was largely considered a lackluster 
Annual Town Election, just over 700 voters made it out to 
the polls on Tuesday, May 17 to elect a new member to the 
Board of Assessors and a new representative to the Old 
Rochester Regional District School Committee. 

Longtime Assessor and incumbent Michael L. 
O'Brien was handily defeated by challenger Rebecca H. 
McCuUough for a three-year seat on the Board of Asses- 
sors. Ms. McCullough, who previously lost a bid for Town 
Clerk against Barbara Sullivan, garnered 554 votes to Mr. 
O'Brien's 282. 

Newcomer Nicholas C. Decas also defeated 
former Selectman candidate Daniel Goodman, Sr. by 
better than a 2-to-l margin to fill the three-year seat on the 
ORR District School Committee left vacant with former 
Chairman Debbie De Walt's departure.

• Received a request to approve a ''Change of 
Manager'' status for the Beverly Yacht Club, which the 
board unanimously approved. 

• Approved a Joint Purchase Agreement with the 
newly-formed Gateway Health Group for town employee 
health insurance. 

"We have the authorization from the respective 
unions to proceed with the agreement," Mr. Dolan said. 
"The agreement provides for eligibility for participation, 
how to admit or not admit future members, what to do if 
a group decides to withdraw, and the like. The respective 
Boards of Selectmen of the four towns would (now) 
appoint one delegate and one alternate to the board. I 
think it's a very good agreement and it's been reviewed 
by the four towns." 

Mr. Dolan said, if adopted, Marion town employ- 
ees would begin paying health insurance premiums on 
June 1 for the fiscal year beginning July 1, 2005. "We 
actually pay one month ahead," he explained. "We've set 
premium rates that are very competitive and yet ample to 
pay our stop-loss claims." 

Mr. Dolan added if the town had remained with 
Plymouth County's health insurance providers, employ- 
ees would have seen a 10 percent increase in Blue Cross 
coverage this year and a 12 percent increase for those with 
Harvard Pilgrim. "Our rates are (only up) 4 percent," Mr. 
Dolan said.

"I had submitted my job classification to be re- 
evaluated/' Ms. Eldridge said. "I had submitted it on 
time, but for some reason it didn't get where it needed to 
be. I just wanted to touch base with you ... at this point, 
we can probably wait until the fall Town Meeting.'' 

"If it can be done in the next couple of weeks 
before the Annual Town Meeting, I'd just as soon take 
care of it now," suggested Finance Committee (FinCom) 
Chairman Michael Costa. 

"It would require an amendment on Town 
Meeting floor," Mr. Huntoon added. "Tonight we're 
supposed to vote on and sign the Annual Town Meeting 
warrant so it can be posted." 

"The amount of money is not a significant 
change," Ms. Eldridge said. 

"Right now you're exempt, so you can get over- 
time pay," said Selectman Nunes. "Why do you want to 
go to (a salaried position)?" 

"As far as the overtime goes, that's at the discre- 
tion of the town," Ms. Eldridge said, adding that she 
consulted with Massachusetts Labor Board on the pro- 
posed change. "I've been here for almost ten years, so 
that's it — I'm going to be maxed out. I do get overtime, 
but there are times where I'm forced to work overtime 
and I have no choice because there's nobody (else) to 
work. I want to work out something with the town that 
would be fair for both sides." 

"The only thing with giving overtime for an 
exempt (position) is it kind of opens up a Pandora's box.

because we have other employees who are exempt and 
they get a fixed salary regardless if they work 20, 30 or 40 
hours/' Selectman Nunes said. 

"Somebody has to be on (the dispatcher's) desk/' 
Ms. Eldridge said. 'There are times when I'm forced to be 
there. If you look at exempt, it's just a higher bracket. It 
would allow me each year to get a step increase instead of 
maxing out next year." 

"The only other exempt Grade 10 (position) we 
have is the Town Accountant and she's maxed out," Mr. 
Huntoon said. "There are times when she may work in 
excess of 40 hours ... (but) she doesn't get paid overtime." 

The board members said they'd like to discuss the 
financial ramifications further with the FinCom and also 
expressed reservations over the "can of worms" it might 
open with similar exempt town employees, according to 
Selectman Morse. 

"You're not an employee (under) contract," 
Selectman Nunes said. "So it's true, some of the things the 
(union employees) get are because of the collective 
bargaining." 

At 7:05 pm the board met with Fred Underbill 
and Rick Charron, Rochester's representatives to the Tri- 
Town Housing Committee. Both Mr. Underbill and Mr. 
Charron, who have served on the committee for many 
years, are now hoping to pass the torch to those more 
active in town politics. 

"The group was changed from a town (entity) to a 
private, non-profit organization," Mr. Underbill said. "But

we still come to the towns for membership. Fve been on it 
since it initially started ... but both Rick and I want off. I 
think there's some good information being passed back 
and forth.

in June before it is completed. 

The Eastover Farm Project is complex. Originally, the 
land was to be protected by December 2004 and opened to the 
public by the fall of 2005. The current plan is to have a grand 
opening in the spring of 2006, following a comprehensive 
management planning process. 

More than half of the protected land will be owned by 
The Trustees of Reservation and/ or the Towns of Rochester and 
Marion. This land will be open to the general public, subject to 
the rules and regulations that each establishes. The remaining 
land will be protected by conservation restrictions that perma- 
nently limit future uses and leave the land in private hands. The 
land around the yellow houses, including the hay fields, is 
permanently protected but still privately owned. Several trail 
easements will provide access across some of this restricted 
farmland, but it won't be wide open for public use. 

Conservation restrictions have several benefits: it is 
cheaper to buy a conservation restriction than it is to buy land 
outright and the cost of maintaining the land is borne by the 
owners not the towns. The Hillers have generously conveyed 
restrictions on more than 250 acres of the farm at no cost and 
Richard Carr donated three acres. 

Once all of the land has been acquired or protected. The 
Trustees of Reservations will work with the conservation 
partners to identify the properties, ecological, historic and scenic 
resources and to propose management goals for the land, 
including public uses that are compatible with farming. This 
process generally takes six to nine months. 

By this time next year, the landscape will have been 
protected for everyone forever, there will be new public parking, 
a network of hiking trails in Marion and Rochester, and trail 
maps showing where the public is permitted. Until then, the

Unleashed, Starring Jet Li, Morgan Freeman, and 
Bob Hoskins. Directed by Louis Leterrier. Run- 
^ ning time: 103 minutes. MPAA rating: R. 

At 42, the martial-arts master Jet Li is obviously looking for 
roles with which he can age gracefully. He may have found one in 
Unleashed, in which Li plays Danny, a man-child raised and 
trained by vicious Glasgow gangster Bart (Bob Hoskins) to turn 
into a whirlwind of carnage whenever Bart removes Danny's 
metal collar. (The movie's original title was Danny the Dog, which 
I sort of prefer.) For the first reel or so, we're treated to some 
impressively percussive fights, and Jet Li drops the dead-cool 
persona Fve seen in some of his other films. When Danny is 
uncollared, Li flies into action with an odd mix of sadness and rage 
— not rage at his opponents but at the life he's been forced to 
accept. 

Luc Besson wrote Unleashed, and it harks back to the films that 
made his name internationally as a director — La Femme Nikita 
(1990) and The Professional (1994). All three movies explore killers 
with souls — assassins who happen to be very good at what they 
do, but often wish they weren't. Left to his own devices, Danny 
would be happier listening to music or reading picture books. 
He's a gentle soul, not unlike an attack dog in his simple view of 
reality: If the collar comes off, that means someone is threatening 
the only father figure he has ever known, and that someone must 
be ground into the dirt. I was reminded of news stories about 
rottweilers or pit bulls who could have been raised in kindly 
homes to be mellow pets; instead they were bred to kill, and 
escaped and mauled the wrong quarry (usually a child). 

Before Danny can be warped into a rabid dog who kills 
indiscriminately, though, fate cuts him some slack. He meets an 
amiable old blind piano tuner named Sam (Morgan Freeman), 
who invites Danny to peck out a few notes on some dusty keys. 
Later, on the run from Bart and his cronies, a wounded Danny 
shows up at Sam's door. Sam takes him in — the whipped dog has 
found abetter master, though Sam isn't interested in being anyone's 
master. Sam and his gawky stepdaughter Victoria (Kerry Condon), 




a student pianist in Britain on a scholarship, teach Danny how to 
be human. It sounds significantly sappier than it is, just as the basic 
throughline of The Professional (hit man takes orphan girl under his 
wing) sounds rather moist until you see what Besson does with it. 

Unleashed is pretty trim, with no extraneous characters or 
subplots; there are essentially only four people, and the actors — 
particularly veterans Freeman (he's better in this than in Million 
Dollar Baby, I thought) and Hoskins (gleefully revisiting his Long 
Good Friday territory) — have room to breathe. Jet Li often has the 
aspect of a cowed dog here, most poignantly when Bart catches up 
with Danny and he's forced to resume his role as killer for cash (a 
shady character has offered Bart big bucks to pit Danny against 
various combatants). Classical music humanizes him, just as it did 
with Gary Oldman's otherwise slimy cop in The Professional (both 
movies take their cue from A Clockwork Orange in that respect — 
music hath charms, and all that). Because the writing and film- 
making (Louis Leterrier, who also filmed Besson's earlier script 
The Transporter, directed) are focused on this hard-bitten parable 
without any excess flab, Danny's transition from dog to man feels 
archetypal or mythical, not manipulative. 

Far-fetched? Sure, but that never stopped Besson before. And 
Jet Li has finally made the anti-violence violent movie he's report- 
edly always wanted to make — there's a brilliant sequence in 
which Danny must fend off several brutal opponents without 
killing them, and it displays far more exciting ingenuity than if 
Danny just went in there and wiped everyone out. (The fights 
were designed by master choreographer Yuen Wo-Ping, adding 
yet another gem to his portfolio. The man may be crazy busy these 
days, but it sure hasn't affected the integrity of his work.) Un- 
leashed will belong on your shelf next to Nikita or The Professional 
if you're a Besson fan, or next to Jet Li's better Hong Kong films if 
you're a Jet fan, or even next to Long Good Friday and Mona Lisa if 
you're a Bob Hoskins fan. After a couple of false starts, the 
summer-movie season has opened quite decently.
